Seeking Jewelry 
Although the vandals evidently

Middletown Valley 
resi­ 
dent, an inspection revealed 
that 
nothing, or at least very little, with­ 
in the casket had been disturbed. 
The grave 
robbers m ade 
their 
first visit to the funeral crypt on 
the night of May 19, when no m a­ 
terial damage was done beyond the 
breaking of the sturdy lock on the 
outer door of the crypt, which con­ 
tains receptacles for eighteen cas­ 
kets. This visit was discovered by 


Mr. Kline the following morning. 
Blaming the work upon curious in­ 
dividuals or transient thieves, Mr. 
Kline placed new locks upon the 
doors and gave the matter no more 
thought. 
Thursday m im ing, however, 
he 
discovered that the outer door again 
had been broken open. Entering 
the vestibule, he saw that the sec­ 
ond metal door, leading into 
the 
burial chamber itself, 
had 
been 
flung wide open and that a gaping 
hole had been hacked in the large 
marble slab which had sealed the 
tomb of Mrs. Dahlgren. 
Further 
investigation 
revealed 
that 
the 
thieves had not stopped with the 
destruction 
of 
the one-and-one- 
half-inch slab, but had broken in 
the end of the casket itself. 
Handle Twisted Off

tents were visible. Tile glass in the 
top of the casket had been broken 
end lay shattered about the wreck­ 
age.

receptacle had been disturbed.

the sealed cavity for many years

rial was made in the mortuary in 
1923. 
The church, under which 
the 
tombs are located, was erected by 
Mrs. Dahlgren on a site of one of 
the bloodiest battles of the Civil 
war. The church is known as St. 
Joseph’'; of the 
Sacred 
Heart of 
Jesus, and Is the only one in the 
world bearing that title. 
It is es­ 
timated that the church 
cost 
at 
least $50,000 to erect. 
During 
the 
time the Dahlgren family resided 
on the estate, services were held 
regularly in the edifice. The build­

FIND BODY OF 
YOUNG SUICIDE 


30-Year-Old 
Airport 
Owner 
Leaps 4.000 Feet to Ih*ath 
After Struggle 


Richmond, Va., June 2 <AP)—The 
maimed and broken body of Alex­ 
ander M. Luke, 30-year-old- airport 
owner of C harleston, South Carolina, 
is in Tarrytow n. 
New 
York, 
and 
services were to be held there for 
him today. 
Luke died Friday In a 
4,000 foot suicide dive from a speed­ 
ing plane as Beverley Howard, pilot, 


circled 
down after 
him, 
horror- 
struck. 
For minutes preceding the 
leap 
Howard had clutcned at Luke In 
the air vainly attempting to dis­ 
suade him from suicide. 
Holding 
Luke with one hand Howard plead­ 
ed with him not to jump, while the 
man teetered on the wing of the 
plane. Then, overpowered by Luke’s 
greater 
strength, 
Howard's 
hand 
lost its grip. 
“I ’ll Be Seeing You.” Cried 
" I ’ll 
be seeing you 
sometime," 
Luke yelled as he twisted free and 
pitched Into space. 
He plummeted 4,000 feet into a
